lations only, with absolutely no deal- 
iiiKs with Lenin aud Trotzky.

The federal reserve board has stood 


between us and a demoralized condition 
in credit and industry. It is the oiu- 
agency AVC have for the restoration of 
commerce and business to a pre-war 
equilibrium smoothly ;ind without con- 
vulsion. But the federal reserve system 
is not proof against every possibility. It 
cannot bring about orderly deflation if 
credit is unduly expanded and particu- 
larly for purposes of specula lion. 


Therefore ils determination lo put Ihe 


bridle on specula lion and lo keep it there 
until return lo a sound basis is an ac- 
complished fact will have Ihe approval of 
all hcallhy enterprise and of Ihe public 
generally.

hind Ihe bars for a lime and on bread, 
and waler. Whatever slcps Ihe federal 
reserve board lakes should have Ihe 
hourly coopcrnlion of Ihe country if Iherc 
is Jo br any hope of avoiding llir rr.'isli of 
iiTciilale deflation. 


LKXROOT'S VOTE. 


\Ve agree wilh the view expressed by 


Senator Lenrool in casting his vole for 
the Ksch-Cummins railroad bill. He ex- 
hibited the courage o I'll is conviction's in 
supporting what he believed would be 
the best solution of the railway problem 
il is possible lo secure al this time. Mr. 
Lenrool did not in any sense vole in de- 
fiance of labor's opposition to the bill, he 
simply did not lei thai opposition prevent 
his doing what he believed lo be the right 
thing under,the circumstances. These cir- 
cumstances involved the definite decision 
of the president to return the railroads lo 
their owners on March 1st with or with- 
out legislation by congress. We had 
reached a point in the unsatisfactory ex- 
perience of federal control which made a 
continuance of that policy inconsistent 
and perilous. We believe'with Senator 
'Lenrool thai "if the roads were held by 
the government for another two years we 
would have a much more difficult situa- 
tion lo unscramble." We imagine that 
President Wilson coincides with this 
opinion. II is the concensus of financial 
and expert judgment that return of the 
roads to private "operation without pro- 
tective legislation would have bankrupt- 
ed most of the properties and demoral- 
ized transportation. 


Many theories arc enlcrlained as to 


the ultimate disposition of the railroads. 
Mr. Bryan wants dual ownership divided 
between Ihe nation and the states. Organ- 
ized labor has put forward the Plumb 
plan which'contemplates a division of 
proprietorship and earnings between the 
managers, the employes and the public. 
Others arc in favor of private ownership 
and operation with varying degrees of 
government regulation. 
Advocates of 


each of these solutions arc sincere and all 
mTiy be credited wilh a desire lo have Ihe 
national interests served. Again we coin- 
cide with the opinion of Senator Lenrool 
thai in the end we shall have lo choose 
belwecn out-and-out government owner- 
ship and operation and federal incor- 
poration under private ownership but 
with public control. 


So far as the measure which now 


awaits the president's signature is con- 
cerned it is not to be regarded as embody- 
ing a permanent national policy. It is es- 
sentially an emergency act designed to 
facilitate return of the railroads from 
government to private operation with 
minimum disturbance of transportation 
and maximum protection to the public, a 
slcp lo which Ihe government morally 
obligated itself at Ihe time iUlook over 
the roads. The financial provisions of Ihe 
act cover a period of only two years and 
we believe they are wholly necessary lo 
Ihe stability of the railways" although 
they may prove lo be inadequate for their 
improvement. In respect to the labor pro- 
vision il is quite Iruc. as Senator Cum- 
mins says, that they leave "all men free, 
whether employes or employers, to do 
whatsoever they please at any lime and 
under any circumstances."' Compulsory 
arbitration is. not attempted in a legal 
sense. We do not sec how labor can pos- 
sibly suffer under the methods created 
for the adjustment of differences and the 
fixing of wages.

No one believes that Ibis bill represents 


anything like a perfect solution of the 
rail problem. Doubtless many imper- 
fections will be found in it viewed as 
purely a temporary measure. But per- 
haps if we take inlo consideration Ihe 
wide diversion of opinion in congress 
and throughout Ihe country with respect 
lo Ihe railways il represents Ihe best that 
could be expected under the conditions.

Therefore 
it does not necessarily profit any- 
thing to discourage germs by means 
of antiseptics in the cavity of the 
mouth. And unless there is some spe- 
cial purpose to be met, and some spe- 
cial remedy prescribed by doctor or 
dentist to meet that purpose, it is 
mere extravagance, to say tKe least, 
to make habitual or constant use of 
antiseptic preparations for cleaning 
the teeth. 


I value my teeth highly. I would 


spend a lot of time and endure much 
discomfort and pay out considerable 
money—which, for me. is saying the 
hardest thing last—before I would 
sacrifice one of my teeth. For my 
l>art. however, plain soap, the same 
soap I use to wash my hands and to 
shave with, is the most satisfactory 
ilentifice. Tooth powders and tooth 
pastes are largely soap anyway. 


When you decide to call a doctor 


to-attend some one in your family you 
laturally want a good doctor, and not 
the cheapest doctor you can find. How 
about the care of your teeth? Do you 
go in for the bargain dentists?. Do 
vou feel that your teeth are not worth 
,he price of good dentistry? Do you 
magine that you save anything by 
skimping on this important matter? 


Nearly every town nowadays has 


;ood dentists and dental "parlors," 
nstitutions conducted without that 
wholly personal character which is in- 
lispcnsable in safe dentistry or in 
lafe me.dicine.

nation to work out its own salvation, 
it was stated in official ciicles here 
today. 


With the Russian question up for 


discussion before the council of pre- 
miers in London and Premiers Mil- 
lerand and Lloyd George apparently 
at the opposite poles of opinion with 
regard to recognition 
of the soviet 


government, oflicials believed France 
will no! be the one to yield. 


The French, it was said, cling to 


their opinion, that »he Moscow govern- 
ment must be shaken off by some in- 
ternal upheaval, similar to that which 
resulted in the dethroning of the czar 
in 1917. 


France does not favor Allied support 


of military invasion from the outside, 
leaders here asser»ed. The futility of 
such a plan, they pointed out, has 
been demonstrated sufficiently by the 
failure of Gen. Yudenvitch, Admiral 
Kolchak and Gen. Denikin. It has re- 
tarded »he French hope for an intern- 
al coup d'etat by sohdifyinsr the Rus- 
sian people iu support of the Lenin- 
Trotzky regime, they .',aid. French of- 
iicials also were skontical as to the 
Alli<vl plan to resume trade through 
the Russian cooperatives without rec- 
ognition, of Lenin. 


"France has asieed to a trial of this 


plan out of deference to her Allies." 
one official said, "but she was never 
hopeful for i's SUCCCFS. Granting that 
tho cooperatives art- independent of 
the soviet government the Allies still 
would be confronted with necessity for 
usin"

London—Conscription will be abol- 


ished in-Great Britain on March 31, 
and within a month from that date 
the last conscript will be entitled to 
be released, it was announced by 
Winston Churchill, secretary for war, 
in moving the army estimates in the 
house of commons on Monday. 


Mr. Churchill said that Great Brit- 


ain's army should be slightly larger 
than before the war, but that she was 
returning to arms, which, in princi- 
ple, were identical with those under 
which the .country had lived before 
the war. 


The secretary explained that new 


responsibilities 
overseas had baen 


placed on the country, in consequence 
of the war, and that the whole east- 
ern world, in which Britain was inter- 
ested more than any other power, was 
in a state o£ extreme disquiet. 


He'stated that Great Britain had 


succeeded in raising and organizing 
an entirely new volunteer army of 
about 220,000, excluding troops serv- 
ing in India.

- It is easy to demonstrate that 
germinating seeds take in oxygen 
and give out carbon dioxide, ac- 
cording to the following experi- 
ment . described in the Scientific 
American: 


A score or so of peas arc placed 


in at olose-littinjj jar with a .small 
amount of moisture. After a while 
the peas start to germinate, but 
soon they cease all 
development, 


because the oxygen in the jar is 
exhausted. 
A single pea in a jar 


of the .same sixc, however, will de- 
velop and grow »1> into a plant. 
There is evidently oxygen enough 
for the needs of the single speci- 
men. 


To prove conclusively that there 


is 
no oxygen left in the jar in 


which the number of seeds 'ger- 
minated it is only needful to phm;;i! 
in a burning match. This instant- 
ly goes out. The presence of c:ir- 
bon dioxide in this jar is clearly 
shown by pouring into it lime wa- 
ter, and" then shaking. 
The lime 


water becomes milky in appear- 
ance. This would not hupp.cn in a 
jar in which there had been no ger- 
minating seeds.
